Gone Glimmering. 

The closing out of the fair grounds 
last week in the sale of lots marks an 
epoch in the history of this county 
that brought joy once a year to many 
of our people. For many years the 
ftiir was held beginning on Tuesday 
next to the 20th of August, continued 
four days— Xhe most leisure time in 
^Is section, and therefore drew large 
crowds each day. While spirited coti- 
tests were common for the premiums' 
yet tlM social featOTsa— the hours of 
leisure, where friends met friends in 
pleasant conversation, wera cf far 
more wortti and enjoyment than tlie 
amount of money staked by the Asso- 
ciati(Mi. The Association waa organ- 
ized and held Its first fair In 1884. At 
that date and for several years later, 
much interest waa found in trotting 
raoes, and the Aseodatton played to 
sentiment and dropped below the 
profitable point. T)m patronage waa 
not snflleient to sostaln tlie premiums 
attractive to the trotter, and the fair 
association paid deficits and disband- 
ed. Some foor or mora years pesKd, 
and Mr. W. 11. Hudson, owner of the 
ground, renewed the fair and it was 
condneted by him with O. 8. flarrls 
Secretary and advertiser, for several 
years. At his death the ground waa 
sold, and a eompany of eight men 
bought it. organized The Columbia 
Fair Association, and held a fair each 
year with varying flnaaelal reeolta, 
but always played a little to the safe 
side of the ledger. In 1915 it held its 
last riww, eoM the grounds at pnblie 
outcry, and it was bought by four of 
the old association. Last year tliey 
failed to play even, and sold the 
ground to the Wakefield Realty Com- 
pany, of Shelby villa, who piil tbe 
flnaaelal toneii to.ita history te the 
sale of lots No more will t)e seen the 
spirited rivalry tliat for years elicited 
apptauae. No mora will the biua be 
tied on the wrong nag or to the halter 
of an unworthy Jersey. It's a fare- 
you>well Mallnda— gone to return no 
more so far as that plot of ground is 
concerned, but its marks of passing — 
deaigned by thoaa who reaped the har- 
vest— leaves four pillars to its two 
main streets, as we understand, marks 
of respect to commemorate the names 
of four of The Columbia Fair Associ- 
ation and Ivnowii as the "'Big Four," 
namely. R. F Paul I, H. A. Walker, J. 
B. Coffey and W. L. Grady. The 
first pillar uext to town marks the 
chief and prime promoter and director 
of the four— R. F. Pauil~the second 
H. A. Walker, President of the Asso- 
ciation, third, J. B. Cotley, Secretory, 
and fourth, W. L. Grady, the spirit 
that moved in many hotly contests, 
iriieia the Peacocks usually wore the 
blue, In speaking to a member of the 
Realty Company the question was ask- 
ed. Why did you leave that sturdy oak 
in the center of the first street, and 
what rolation does it bear to the old fair 
association? We were informed that 
it was left to commemorato a fifth 
member— C S. Harris— ioog the Sec- 
retary of the AsBueiation, and signi- 
fies opposition— not always in accord 
with tbe "big four," but always in 
the middle of the road. Mr. Robert 
Yedndg being a noii-reaident member, 
was left with no memento. Mr. Lem 
Smythe, active only the four days of 
tlM Fair was not memorialized, while 
j. H. Toung was left several tola at a 
price he was willing to pay to Identify 
his interest and long connection with 
that plot of ground No more fairs, 
no more 
out.

Every branch 
of industry will get its share out 
of it and there will be even 
greater prosperity than the Unit- 
ed States enjoyed from 1867 to 
1873.

This advice is particularly ap- 
plicable to the farming class.

The American war food situa- 
tion and Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Carl Vrooman's tour 
of the South and West, bringing 
us a message from President « 
Wilson, must convince us thai 
each individual as well as ev«ry 
dais, should sboi^ patriotisn» by 
attntion to preparedness; by 
deinv a full share to forestall in 
Ameriea the hoatar ealamity 
that has befaUen Gemumy. The 
Federal Land ^wak locatsdatSt. 
Louis sends us the following im- 
portant intormation: 

'The Federal Land Bank, by 
lowering interest rates and ar- 
ranging for long time loans, re- 
lieves ^he farmer of worry and 
thus sharpens his mind and 
speeds up his physical energies. 
The local bankers can co-operate 
with us— and we f eei certain they 
will— by eheerfoUy grantiBg tem- 
porary aiiiitanee to the fanner 
whose obligatioBi mature on a 
date earlior than ean be rsaehed 
by him tlirough his National 
Farm Loan Association. The 
fanner may need the money for 
fertilizer, which would increase 
the crop yield; or for improved 
implements, or for an additional 
team, which would allow him to 
widen his cultivated acreage, or 
he may need fencing so that he 
can his herd of bogs on to 
grass; and by these means swell 
the total of food prodoeed. It is 
a pstnptie aet to hdp him and 
thus increase hia output. 

"So f ir aa informatioa ia in the 
hands of this Federal Land Bank 
the bankers, as a class, stand 
ready and willing to grant this 
help. Co-operation by our fel- 
low bankers throughout the 
farming districts will be appre- 
ciated by us, and would prove 
their patriotism to all observers 
in a most convincing manner. 
In the meantime the Federal 
Land Bank haa r^hed the point 
<rfaiNMroved forma for carrying 
on the bo^Mtfe. and it only re- 
mains to have tliem printed and 
distributed when tho appraisors 
for the bank will be engaged in 
visits to Farm Loan Associations 
for the purpose of final approval 
of loanst"
